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Kerr Stables’ Round Table Scores Smashing Victory 
In Atlantic City’s United Nations Handicap

As horseracing was spawned out of dif- 
ferences of opinion, it is fitting that one of 
the stellar handicaps of the Turf should 
be named for the United Nations, the 
world’s most luxuriant garden of diversi- 
fied convictions. 

The fifth running of this super spec- 
tacular near the metropolis of pompous 
pageantry inspired a multitude of pre- 
race controversies. 

The mildewed credo about three-year- 
olds - that they are at a decided dis- 
advantage against older horses in handi- 
caps - was dragged out and aired to show 
that Round Table was assuming a difficult 
assignment, Strong cases were made for 
Find, *Tudor Era and Career Boy. *Ben 
Lomond had his supporters; so did Hoop 
Band. 

The discussions began early in the 
week and lasted almost to race time. I 
well remember an incident that occurred 
while I was being ‘‘seen off’? to Atlantic 
City by a party of well-wishing friends. 
I had cranked the old Winton-Six, donned 
my duster, linen cap, and gloves and taken 
my place behind the wheel, when I noticed 
that an acquaintance and volunteer Turf- 
advisor was sprinting toward me, I skill- 
fully enmeshed the gears and delicately 
released the clutch just as he shouted, 
**Have a bet on *Rafty.”’ With that, I pulled 
down the hand throttle and roared away, 
ruining his pongee suit with the black 
smoke and soot that belched from my 
exhaust pipe. 

It served him right, and I wish Ihadn’t 
listened to him, 

Despite the fact that each horse was 
given lip service by admirers, the “‘loyal’’ 
followers chickened out when it came time 
to shut up and put up. More than half of 
the money went on the three-year-old 
Round Table, disadvantage or no, 

It was good thinking. 

Round Table wrapped up his eighth 
straight win and his eleventh of the year. 
And he did it like a champ. 

The race was one to make Homer strike 
his lyre, or Rogers and Hammerstein 
knock off a musical. It was a story of 
Thoroughbred courage andgrand horse- 
manship, 

Round Table stumbled slightly at the 
start, Find jumped into the lead, with 
*Akbar Khan and Jabneh, right there with 
him. Recovering at once Round Table ran 
to the leaders as the four raced around the 


first turn, After half a mile Find and Round 
Table were head and head and the other 
early speedsters began dropping back, 

It was a ding-dong battle between the 
two front ones as they led the closely- 
bunched pack down the backstretch. Only 
*Sunningdale and Chevation lagged far 
back, 

Nearing the far turn, *Ben Lomond 
moved up to third place, then suddenly 
was out of it. 

*Tudor Era began his move with a little 
over a quarter of a mile to go - he had 
been running in fifth place. Career Boy 
also passed horses. At the head of the 
stretch, it was Round table by a head, 
Find second by half a length and *Tudor 
Era third by four over Career Boy. 

Find tired through the last eighth, but 
*Tudor Era came on, and, at the sixteenth 
pole, seemed ready to put away the younger 
runner. Then Shoemaker asked for Round 
Table’s very best. He got it, and it was 
good enough. 

Round Table won by a $65,000 nose. 
Find held on for third , beaten two lengths. 
Career Boy was two lengths farther back, 

Round Table was carrying 118, one 
pound under scale. 

*Tudor Era’s impost was 112, Find’s 
122, Career Boy’s 123. Scale weight for 
horses older than three in September is 
126, so the winner was giving weight on 
the scale to all of them, and actual weight 
to every horse in the race but Find, Car- 
eer Boy and Hoop Band. 

Round Table covered the 1 3/16 miles 
on grass in a manner that thrilled and 
impressed every witness and gave Atlantic 
City one of the finest races ever staged 
at the track, His time was 1:56 1/5, only 
two-fifths slower than the track record, 


Foul Claimed 
After the race, Robert Martin, *Tudor 
Era’s rider, claimed a foul against the 
winner, maintaining that Shoemaker’s left 
hand whipping had caused his mount to 
swerve out and hit his horse. The stewards 
looked at the movies of the race and said,

Dorado Handicaps. He was third in the 
Kentucky Derby and second in the Calif- 
ornian,

*Knight’s Daughter, by Sir Cosmo, He was 
bred by Claiborn Farm and ranhis earlier 
races for that stable. Willie Molter trains 
him. 


Mermaid Handicap 

With each running of Tropical Park's 
Alligator Handicap, a mental image of 
shuffling saurians arises, and the notion 
always strikes me that a contest among 
these traveling - bags - in - the - raw - 
state would be interesting, indeed, Atlantic 
City’s Mermaid Handicap has even more 
intriguing possibilities, but that one also 
is just for horses. To be precise, it is 
for female horses, two years old. 

This year’s running, the tenth, was held 
on September 11, The favorite, and winner, 
was Mr. Jacob Sher’s Sweet Mandy. 

She won as all thoughtful favorites 
should by getting a big lead and hanging 
onto a good part of it tothe end, so serious 
players were not filled with worrisome 
misgivings in the late furlongs. 

Sweet Mandy won the six-furlong dash 
by 1 3/4 lengths, over Kapitor. Dance Card 
was third and Stay Smoochie, fourth, 

The winner was three lengths in front 
at the eighth pole, and, with Bill Hartack 
to keep her going, there were few qualms 
among her backers.

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Rythminhim Staves Off *Narcissus 2nd To Gain 
36th Running of Manly Steeplechase At Fair Hill 
Chris Wood, Jr. 


Plagued by unseasonal humid weather, 
the second and final edition of the Cecil 
County Breeders’ Fair attracted about 
5,500 followers of cross-country racing 
to Fair Hill, Md., on September 14, Shirt 
sleeves, instead of tweeds, became the 
order of the day as occasional rain drops 
fell on the course which had been favored 
by two soaking rains earlier in the week. 

Transplanted from Pimlico, the 36th 
running of the Manly Steepiechase Handi- 
cap was the stellar attraction on the pro- 
gram which operates for the benefit of the 
Union Hospital in adjacent Elkton, Contest- 
ed over the ‘‘small’’ two mile brush 
course, the event lured 7 starters and went 
off with a gross purse of $3,815. 

Appearing a bit ‘‘gimpy” behind in the 
parade to post, Mrs. M. G, Walsh’s 
Rythminhim fortunately drew the outside 
post position, Showing signs that he might 
**prop’’, the horse that successfully re- 
turned to ’chasing this year after suffering 
a separated pelvis in the 1955 renewal of 
the Temple Gwathmey ‘Chase, got off last 
with help from a few assistant starters. 
Coupled with Mrs. A, J. Smithwick’s Crag 
as the D, M, Smithwick-trained entry, Mrs. 
H. T. McKnight’s *Narcissus 2nd led the 
field over the Ist brush fence as Rythmin- 
him was wisely permitted to make his own 
pace under the guidance of Thomas Walsh. 
As the latter trailed, *Narcissus 2nd and 
James F, McHugh’s Sundowner, under R, 
S. McDonald, duelled for leadership over 
the first S fences. Entering into the spirit 
of the race after the 5th obstacle, Rythmin- 
him worked his way through the medium 
sized field and made his presence known to 
the leaders at the 8th jump. Closely bunch- 
ed, *Narcissus 2nd led Sundowner over the 
8th by a length, with the latter a nose in 
front of Rythminhim and Mrs. Cordelia 


Scaife May's Billing Bear following by a 
1/2 length. Responding to young Walsh, 
the ‘chaser from Southern Pines, N. C., 
wrested command to show a head in front 
over the l2th jump as “Narcissus 2nd 
gave way briefly to permit Billing Bear 
to land 2nd, a head to the good. 


Two-Horse Finish 

Over level ground and a straight run 
for the wire the race became a two horse 
affair with A. P, (Paddy) Smithwick using 
all of his ability to keep *Narcissus 2nd 
abreast of Rythminhim, Over the 14th and 
final brush fence, the latter landed a 1/2 
length in front and held his advantage to 
coast under with a length to spare. Best 
of the rest, “Narcissus 2nd held the place 
position safe, 5-lengths in front of Billing 
Bear. Mrs. Vernon G, Cardy’s Rebel 
Coat finished 4th, with Sundowner, Crag 
and Miss Jane L, Flaccus’ Over Topcom- 
pleting the order of finish as named. Re- 
gistering the 3rd victory over brush inhis 
comeback, the 7-year-old *Rhodes Schol- 
ar-Miss Gravity gelding trained by M. G, 
(Mickey) Walsh negotiated the route over 
soft turf in 4:12. Shouldering the top weight 
assignment of 160 pounds, the winner added 
a net of $2,555 to his 1957 earnings of 
$11,595. 





*Coup-de- Vite Timber Winner 

Offering a purse of $2,500, the largest 
timber purse on the hunt racing agenda, 
the Cecil County attracted 7 starters for 
the 3 mile test over rolling country and 
17 timber obstacles. Although the cyno- 
sure, with green rosettes on her mane and 
tail, Capt. J. L. B, Bentley’s home -bred 
Gillian failed to run her usual race. Unable 
to get to the front, trainer-rider Grover 
Stephens eased the mare up at the con- 
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clusion, which found Mrs. Henry Obre’s 
*Coup-de-Vite and jockey Kenneth Field 
registering their first victory over timber. 
Running a surprisingly good race after a 
mediocre performance on the preceding 
Saturday, Mrs. A, H, Hutchinson’s Night 
Command, under Melvin Ferral, finished 
second, 1 1/2 lengths behind *Coup-de- 
Vite and 8lengths to the good of Gillian, 

Returned to fall racing after gaining 11 
points to lead the timber division of the 
United Hunts Racing Association’s awards, 
Alfred H, Smith’s Grand Chal led the field 
over the lst fence with Night Command 
and Gillian following as named in close 
attendance. Over the 3rd, jockey R, Beach 
parted company from Miss Jane L,. 
Flaccus’ Simple Samson and Night Com- 
mand took over the leadership, showing 
the way over the 4th by 4-lengths, with 
*Coup-de- Vite, Gillian, Grand Chal, Ned’s 
Flying and Malevolent following as named. 
Going well, Night Command held sway for 
13 fences, as Grand Chal fell with Joseph 
Aitcheson, Jr., over the llth and his 
stablemate, Malevolent, came down over 
the 16th with James Wyatt, as *Coup-de- 
Vite showed in front. 

Although showing a game effort, Night 
Command could not reach the ‘chaser 
trained by John Bosley III, as Kenneth 
Field urged his mount under the wire. A 
winner of many brush stakes, jockey Field 
was having his second mount in a timber 
race and he guided the Irish-bred jumper 
over the rolling 3-miles and 17 obstacles 
in 6:27 1/5. Pulling up in the stretch, 
when unable to cope with the leaders, 
Grover Stephens and Gillian finished 20- 
lengths in front of Mrs. C, Paul Denckla’s 
Ned’s Flying. 


Watters Saddle Two Winners 

With entries in the hurdle events a bit 
light, the renewal of the Battleship Hurdle 
race was cancelled and the Center Square 
a 1 1/2 mile test for non-winners of 
$1,000 was divided into 2 divisions. Show- 
ing the ability which moved him to the top 
of the steeplechase trainers’ list last 
year, Sidney Watters, Jr., sent out hurd- 
lers to annex both divisions. 

Meeting 6 contenders in the Ist divis- 
ion, Major General Richard K, Mellon’s 
home-bred, Downland, came from 6th in 
the early stages to be 2nd by a nose to 
C, Mahlon Kline’s favored Gridiron over 
the 8th and final hurdle. Responding to 
James Murphy in the stretch run , the 
3-year-old gelding by Knockdown-Eentz 
drew away to win by 1 1/2 lengths. Ridden 
by Ed Deveau, Gridiron, placed, 4 1/2 
lengths to the good of Montpelier’s Sea 
Chart, under Evan Jackson, while Arthur 
Norden’s Prince Nam, tired to finish 4th, 
after leading in the early stages. Recov- 
ering well from a bad bobble over the 
final fence, Downland went on to negotiate 
the trip in 3:04. 

Making his first start in any sort of 
race, in the 2nd division, W. C, Robinson, 
Jr.’s Irish-bred Running Star 2nd gave

Steeplechasing at Belmont

Drawing one of the best fields in its 
long history, The Harbor Hill Steeplechase 
Handicap on Thursday, Sept. 12th, was a 
good race from start to finish. Making his 
seasonal debut, Mrs. Ogden Phipps’ Neji 
under top weight of 163 lbs., rana remark- 
ably good race for a horse which has been 
absent since the 1956 running of the Mid- 
summer Hurdle, but the honors went to his 
stablemate, Ancestor. Ridden by Paddy 
Smithwick, the eight-year-old Challedon- 
Bloodroot gelding ran one of his better 
races, and carried his 158 lbs. to a front 
running victory. Off to a ragged start, the 
field of nine raced for the first jump with 
Ancestor establishing a daylight lead, 
closely followed by King Commander, and 
in contrast to some of his former races 
Neji was also in close attendance. Down 
the far side for the first tour, Ancestor 
took his fences in smooth fashion and main- 
tained a lead of about two lengths, with 
the remainder of the field separated by less 
than three or four lengths behind him, 


Neji Errs 
It was on the far side the first time, 
that Neji made the first of a series of 
three mistakes in jumping which quite 
possibly affected his race. Turning into 
the front side and by the stands the first 
time, Ancestor, in front, had plenty of

room at his fences, but the balance of the 
field was in close quarters, in fact at the 
fifth fence, it appeared that six of the 
field of nine were in the air at the same 
time. At the water jump, His Boots, In-- 
dependence, *Carafar, *Hurst Park and 
Hyvania followed the leaders in that order. 
At the next jump, Neji pecked slightly 
and lost his position as *Hurst Park 
ranged up to be second behind Ancestor, 
with King Commander still aclose up third 
on the inside. Rounding into the far side 
the last time, Tommy Walsh moved In- 
dependence forward to be third on the out- 
side of his field, but at this point, it was 
still an open race with the unanswered 
question, as to what would happen if An- 
cestor were caught. Midway down the far 
side, Neji began to make up ground, but a 
bobble at the liverpool set him back, and as 
the field raced for the far turn, Smithwick 
still had a clear daylight lead with Ancest- 
or, Independence next, then *Hurst Park, 
King Commander was still fourth on the 
inside , with Neji in fifth place. Rounding 
the turn there was little change in position 
until midway when to the surprise of most, 
the lightly weighted His Boots, under 
Bob McDonald, moved up strongly to reach 
contention, and for a brief moment it 
appeared that this move would carry him to 
the front, but it fell short just as he

Tarboots Wins 

The second week of racing opened with 
an impressive win over brush for John 
M. Schiff’s Tarboots, a four-year-old 
homebred, by Black Tarquin out of Vamp. 
Making his first start of the season, Tar- 
boots was well ridden by Scottie Schul- 
hofer. Jumping well, he laid off the lead set 
by Affable for a turn of the field, then 
moved to the pacemaker and Mancus going 
to the ninth fence, to take command. His 
lead at one tim was four or five lengths, 
but in the stretch he had to be roused to 
hold off a game bid by Eastcor, which 
got to within a length and a half of him at 
the wire. Billing Bear and Montadet were 
the only others to finish after Mancus fell 
at the ninth fence, and Affable at the final 
one. Albert Foot, aboard Mancus took a 
nasty fall and was rushed to the hospital. 
Fortunately he suffered only contusions 
about the face and a mild concussion, al- 
though he was unconcious for several 
hours. Affable ran well as far as he went, 
but after putting in a bad one midway down 
the far side the last time, he stopped badly, 
and scarcely raised for the twelfth and 
final fence. 





The Ossabaw 

The Ossabaw, the following day, de- 
signed for three-year-olds over the small- 
er fences at a mile and a half saw Hel- 
ianthemum score for Mercedes H, Tully. 
A field of eight accepted the issue, most 
with little or no previous racing over 
hurdles. Despite the rather ‘‘open wings’ 
these youngsters raced well, with the 
winner easily the best. Having more ex- 
perience than the others, he jumped well, 
was kept close to the pace by Jimmy 
Hobales, headed Punctuality going to the 
last hurdle on the far side, and then was 
kept under pressure to the wire. He 
swerved slightly crossing the Widener 
Chute at the finish, but ran a good race, 
Punctuality was second three lengths back, 
while it was another three lengths back to

MONIDA‘S JET 

Not too infrequently the joy of breed- 
ing a stakes winner is lessened when the 
breeder realizes that he has sold the dam 
or she is no longer living or has been 
barren for several years. 

Such was the effect of the victory of 
the Flash Stakes of Wing Jet, bred by 
George Welly, Long Branch , N. Je, 
businessman, for the colt’s dam, Monida’s 
Jet, a mare by Jet Pilot, haddied the year 
Wing Jet was a yearling and the colt was 
her only foal. 


Welly went into the breeding business 
some 15 years ago when Miss Constance 
Morabito turned over to him the 1942 
New Castle Handicap winner Monida, a 
mare by Pilate that she had acquired as 
a yearling for $500. Welly was to turnover 
the foals of Monida to Miss Morabito to 
race in her colors. 

Welly boards Monida at Spendthrift 
Farm, Lexington, Ky., and the mare is one 
of the farm’s oldest residents having been 
there since her retirement 15 years ago. 
Miss Morabito raced the mare’s first 
three foals, one of which was the top race 
mare My Celeste which won $135,410 in- 
cluding the Molly Pitcher and Monmouth 
Handicaps and the Home Bred Stakes. The 
mare’s victory in the Molly Pitcher came 
after she had been second in the stake for 
three straight years. My Celeste is now 
the property of Welly. Monida’s other foals 
were Miss Jersey and Monida’s Jet, the 
dam of Wing Jet. 


Welly has some consolation however, 
for both Monida and her daughter have 
foals at their side at Spendthrift. 

Monida has a filly by Jet Master that 
arrived on April 28 . The filly thus is a 
three-quarter sister to Monida’s Jet. 
Miss Jersey has acolt by *Norsemanat her 
side and a yearling by Ace Admiral. The 
*Norseman colt is the last of the sire’s 
American-bred foals as he is now back 
in France. 


Wing Jet’s impressive performance 
in the Flash Stakes indicates that he’ll 
be a factor in the major 2-year-olds 
races in the East and Welly is probably 
happy he still has the colt’s relations.

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Steeplechasing Wagers 


Set New Marks 
at First Three Meets 


Figures compiled by the United Hunts 
Racing Association indicate that steeple- 
chase and hurdle racing is having its 
most successful year in the history of the 
sport. 

Statistics, which include meetings at 
Delaware, Monmouth and Saratoga race 
tracks, show that pari-mutuel handles on 
jumping races are up 12 per cent over 
last year’s figures, with $4,928,613 having 
been bet so far this year as opposed to 
$4,409,813 for the same three meetings 
last year. The flat-track handle for these 
meetings show a rise of 3.5 per cent. 

Monmouth Park enjoyed the greatest 
increase, with the public wagering 20 per 
cent more on jumping races this year than 
in 1956, The handle at Delaware rose 4.7 
per cent on the up-and-over sport while 
flat-track figures there showed a decline 
of four per cent, At Saratoga the handle on 
jumpers was 7.3 per cent higher this 
year. 

A major cause of the increased public 
interest is the consistency of form in jump- 
ing races. In the three meetings held thus 
far, 44 per cent of the favorites have won 
in through-the-field racing as compared 
with 32 per cent for flat performers. 

In-the-money figures show the public 
choices finishing either first, second ,or 
third came in 76 per cent of the time in 
jumping races, while flat-track statistics 
point out that 68 per cent ofthe latter type 
horses finished in the money.

DROUGHT 

A spotty but in places serious drought 
is currently gripping the Blue Grass

Some Central Kentucky pastures are 
so badly parched as to offer practically 
no grazing. On the other hand, occasional 
and highly localized showers, which may 
soak one farm and completely miss the 
one across the road, have given near- 
normal grazing conditions for this usually 
dry time of year to other farms, 

Alfalfa is still green, however; and the 
hay crop does not seem to have been 
seriously hurt as yet.

CLEANING TACK 


A, Smith 


I have been asked todescribe, in detail, 
what I have found the simplest and most 
satisfactory methods of cleaning tack, The 
essentials are: A bucket of clean warm 
water, sponge (two sponges are better - 
one for soap and one for washing), chamois 
leather, tin or bar of saddle soap, rubbers 
(stable cloths), metal polish, tin of vase- 
line, scrubbing brush and household soap. 

Let us assume that, after work, saddle 
and bridle have been taken off the horse 
and are in the tack room, 

BRIDLE - Separate the noseband from 
the bridle and, if not sewn on, take off 
the bit, or bits, which can be put in 
the bucket till you are ready to clean 
them. Sponge all parts of the bridle and 
reins with warm water ensuring all dirt 
is removed then dry all with chamois 
leather. When bridle and reins are dry 
apply saddle soap. This you do by rubbing 
your cleaned and squeezed out sponge in 
the saddle soap and applying it to all pieces 
of the bridle and the reins. This should 
be done as dry as possible and the soap 
well rubbed in, It is a very common mis- 


take to have the sponge too wet and the soap 
too lathery. 

You can now turn your attention to the 
bit or bits which, when washed clean, 
should be dried with a dry rubber. A 
little metal polish may then be rubbed on, 
then wash the bit again and polish up with 
a clean rubber. If the bit is of stainless 
steel there is no need to use metal polish, 
but a small amount of vaseline rubbed on 
will prevent rust. 

STIRRUP LEATHERS, IRONS AND 
GIRTHS - Remove leathers from saddle 
and separate irons. Treat leathers in 
the same way as the bridle. If steel irons 
are used dry well with a rubber and add

a small amount of vaseline to prevent rust. 

Linen girths should be scrubbed and 
thoroughly dried. 

SADDLE - Strip off stirrup leathers, 
irons and girths. With a bucket of clean 
water lightly scrub seat and flaps (inside 
and out) with scrubbing brush and house- 
hold soap. If the lining is leather treat 
similarly. If serge, wait till it is dry 
and then brush it clean with a dandy brush. 

Dry seat, flaps and lining with chamois 
leather and place the saddle where it can 
dry. It is most important that the saddle 
is not laid flat while drying. 

‘When dry apply saddle soap to seat, 
flaps (inside and out), firth straps and 
lining if leather. 

Keep the saddle on a saddle horse or 
saddle rack and cover with a rubber or 
saddle cover.

Vermont 100 Mile Trail Ride 


Alexander Mackay-Smith 


The 22nd annual 100 Mile Trail Ride, 
sponsored by the Green Mountain Horse 
Association, was held August 29, 30 and 
31. Seventy six horses and riders were 
based at Ferguson’s Stables in Woodstock, 
Vermont, On the afternoon preceding the 
Ride all mounts were examined by the 
Judges, Charles Baker, D.V.M. of Mont- 
real, Canada and William Sanoro, D.V.M. 
of Derby Line, Vermont who duly noted 
anything unusual such as tender backs, 
wind galls, cuts, bruises and swellings. 
Any such items noted at this time were 
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Lucille Kenyon (left) of Altoona, Florida, 
Secretary of the Ocala National Forest 
100 Mile Ride, who brought her horse 
by trailer, by herself, from Florida to 
Vermont for the Green Mountain Horse 
Association’s 100 Mile Trail Ride and 
was given the Senior Sportsmanship 
award for women. (Ken Miner Photo) 


not subject to penalty points as long as 
they were not aggravated during the course 
of the Ride. 

That night, and each night thereafter, 
the stable doors were locked at 9 o’clock 
and reopened at 5 in the morning when 
all contestants were on hand to feed, 
Each morning entrants in the Light- 
weight Division were weighed in, carry- 
ing (with tack) not less than 155 nor more 
than 179 pounds, which involved consider- 
able lead for many. Those competing in 
the Heavyweight Division were weighed in 
at 180 pounds or better. Incidentally no 
one was weighed out at the end of any 
day. The Junior Division, with competitors 
ranging in age from 13 to 16, rode at 
catch weights. 

Beginning at 6:30 each morning at one 
minute intervals, each entry was led out 
of the stall, mounted and required, with 
no preliminary warm-up, to trot down 
100 yards of black top road before the 
judges on the lookout for lameness, stiff- 
ness or other unsoundness. On the first 
two days contestants were asked to ride 
40 miles a day in not less than 6 hours 
and 50 minutes or more than 7 hours, 
including stops for water, sandwiches, 
shoeing or any other purpose. As the 
program pointed out, “‘If a horse walks 
on the average of four miles per hour 
and trots eight miles per hour, then 50 per 
cent of each of the seven hours spent walk- 
ing and fifty percent trotting would average 
six miles per hour, or 42 miles in seven 
hours, thus providing a leeway for rest 
breaks. Such a plan may work on level 


terrain, but it is not possible over our 
Vermont hills. Therefor each contestant 
must time himself or herself and trot 
wherever terrain permits, to make up for 
the long periods of enforced walking up 
and down hills.’’ On the third day contest- 
ants were required to ride 20 miles in 3 
hours, a somewhat faster rate of speed. 

The judges and the official veteri- 
narian, Dr. Robert Orcutt of Rowley, 
Mass., checked all contestants several 
times during each day’s ride and also at 
the end of the first two when they were 
asked to trot again over the same section 
of hard road and were then pulled up for 
a thorough going-over. After the stables 
were closed to competitiors at night, 
these officials also visited each horse 
in its stall for further examination. After 
the ride on the 3 rd day, which termi- 
nated at the Association’s stables at South 
Woodstock, the judges made a final exam- 
ination outside the stalls after the horses 
had cooled out and decided upon their 
awards. 

In general the Ride led over three 
types of going, about 5% black top; about 
35% modern dirt roads, many of which 
were surfaced with small round rocks, 
particularly on hills, which were hard on 
horses’ feet; and about 60% disused roads 
admirably suited for horses. About 30% 
of the terrain was too hilly for anything 
but walking. Those mounted on the faster 
horses regulated their speed almost en- 
tirely by the going, moving at a trot along 
the disused roadsand thesmoother portions 
of the travelled dirt roads, walking on the 
steeper hills and on the stonier travelled 
roads. By following this pattern they

travelled fast enough in the earlier stages 
of the ride so that they covered the last 
15 miles pretty much at a walk, Those 
with slower horses found it necessary to 
ride according to grade, trotting on the 
level and gentler slopes more or less 
regardless of the going. The first group 
ran the risk of losing weight, the second the 
risk of hoof and leg injuries. 

In making awards the judges were 
instructed to count 40 points for time - 
each three minutes of overtime carried a 
penalty - and 60 points for condition. Only 
six failed to complete the 100 miles. Of 
the 70 who finished most were within 
the time limit, so that the Ride was decided 
largely on condition no medications other 
than water were allowed at any time. 
Lameness, sore backs, loss of weight and 
leg injuries in about that order were the 
principal defects of condition for which 
penalties were given. Loss of weight 
particularly affected the more highly 
strung Thoroughbred and near Thorough- 
bred horses; lameness and leg injuries 
the other breeds; while sore backs appear- 
ed to be distributed regardless of back- 
ground. The awards were made solely on 
the performance and condition of the horse. 

Kenneth Fossa of Danvers, Mass., a 
frequent competitor in the event won the 
Heavyweight Division on Loafer, a six- 
year-old Thoroughbred gelding, and also 
the over-all Wilfred LeBoeuf Memorial 
Sweepstakes Trophy presented by the 
Laurentian Trail Riders Association, This 
horse was bred on the Wallace Ranch in 
west Texas, and purchased as a polo pony 
prospect by Cyrus F, Newbegin who sold 
him to his present owner. The next six 
places in this Division were won by Thor- 
oughbred or part Thoroughbred hunters. 
Jeannine Krause and Frederica Maher, 
both of Windsor, Vermont, won first and 
second places in the Lightweight Division 
on an unregistered Morgan and a Thor- 
oughbred respectively, the next three 
places going also to hunters. In the Junior 
Division, won by Sybil Ann Martin of Mont- 
real, Canada, on her hunter Sir Anthony, 
the remaining place winners were largely 
of Morgan and Arab antecedents. 

Out of its long experience the Green 
Mountain Horse Association, of which Dr. 
Earl Johnson is President and Roger 
Maher Secretary, has evolved a Ride 
admirably suited to this terrain, which is 
organised and run like clockwork. The 
record number of entries this year and 
the wide divergence in riders, horses, 
equipment and the places from which they 
came. all testified to its enduring success.

As soon as the boy jumped safely 
across to the other side and before he 
had time to dodge, my young mount sailed 
into the air and landed on the boy, Al- 
though the wind was knocked out of him 
and he was badly bruised he fortunately 
was not otherwise hurt. I’ve had the same 
thing happen on several occasions when 
leading over or through questionable look- 
ing terrain. The only solution is a quick 
dodge as soon as you see the animal 
coming. 

I certainly do enjoy the summaries 
of the European shows and am glad to 
see so much emphasis on F, E, I, classes 
and dressage. Your journal is giving riding 
a boost it needs in this country.

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Middlebury Hunt Hunter Pace Event 


The Middlebury (Conn.) Hunt’s second 
annual Hunter Pace event was contested 
over an uphill and down-dale eight mile 
course Labor Day morning with 22 teams 
facing judges Raymond D, Gilmour and 
Beaufort E, (Buck) Buchanan. 

In contrast to last year’s inaugural 
which was staged in near-90 degree heat, 
the morning was on the coolish side with 
a slight haze filtering the sunlight. This 
may have accounted for the virtually un- 
animous approval given every horse at the 
end of this extremely testing course 
which led the teams through three town- 
ships and over Woodruff Hill which is the

The winning time of 65 1/2 minutes 
was in contrast to the time of 52 minutes 
for last year’s course which was run in 
the opposite direction and did not include 
the Woodruff Hill ascent. Also last year 
the elapsed time of the 16 teams which 
finished was averaged to produce the ideal 
norm, but the idea of using the two pro- 
fessional fore riders was adopted this 
year. 

Second with a time of 66 minutes were 
Mrs. Charles W, Kellogg of Southbury and 
her brother, S. Napier Smith of New 
Haven.

highest point in New Haven County. Only

The secret time against which the 
teams went was established by two of 
the club’s professionals, Joe Murphy and 
Roy West, and their trips, ridden separ- 
ately, averaged exactly 65 minutes for the 
distance which included 19 fences in the 
heart of the Middlebury country. Murphy 
took a header enroute and finished with 
pieces of bridle draped all around him 
and his mount but insisted that the spill 
had not affected his time for the route 
in any way. 

The winning team, with atime of 65 1/2 
minutes, were two Middlebury regulars, 
Steele Smith, the Middlebury’s second 
whipper-in (amateur), and Morgan Burke, 
who were awarded the Durant Challenge 
Trophy for the coming year. 


this year’s winners. The third place team, 
both MHC regulars, were Pauline Dinova 
and Kathy O*Connell. They also had atime 
of 66 minutes flat, but their was one of the 
few teams to receive a demerit for con- 
dition, Fourth went toMrs. Richard C, Gil- 
yard, joint MFH of the Middlebury, and 
Mrs. J. S. Ritch of Greenwich. 

One of the curiosities of the event was 
that more than half of the entire list fin- 
ished within five minutes of the ideal 
time. There were some exceptions - one 
team steeplechased around in 51 minutes 
and a slowpoke time of 78 minutes was 
recorded. 

A junior division was established this 
year, with the youngsters allowed to cut 
corners and go through gaps instead of 
going over the tougher fences.

Hounds Feathering 
and Horse Feathers 


As being of possible assistance to the 
beginner in the hunting field the following 
modest guide has been prepared as a 
Primer for Young Foxhunters. 

The American foxhound gives an im- 
pression of having just received a sound 
thrashing, and of not having received any- 
thing to eat for an extended period. Its 
feet resemble those of a duck or a 
parrot, or both. It is a narrow animal 
probably because it can more easily 
wiggle under brush piles on its side in 
_pursuit of its favorite quarry, the cotton- 
tail rabbit. (This last statement has been 
disputed. Some authorities claim that this 
type of hound prefers to run cats to 
rabbits.) The American foxhound is found 
in all colors, from the colors of wet 
newspapers to those of old orange peels. 
Some varieties have a short voice like 
a male squirrel in courting time, others 
have a voice which dwarfs a foghorn. 
They all, however, usually ‘‘use their 
voice well,’’ meaning they use it practical- 
ly continually whether running our dogs, 
chipmunks, or the huntsman’s horse. The 
American hound’s_ breeding is always 
known. E. g., he comes from an old 
farmer. The farmer will heatedly say, 
“Sure I know Bill’s breeding. He’s by 
a old dog Jim Smith’s brother had out 
of a bitch I lost.” 

The English hound’s breeding on the 
contrary is most complete with generation 
after generation of melodious names, in- 
cluding Duke of Fessington’s Harlot, and 
Earl of Thistledown’s Pewee. Each hound 
will always trace to some vague stallion 
of the long ago, such as the Rexal Pluto - 
champion of Peterborough in 1809, ‘‘that 
hound with ‘tremendous bone’ (mostly in 
his head) who left his mark on the best 
packs of the Nineteenth Century.” (In 
fact, was used by everybody except his 
own hunt which knew too much about 
him.) 

The English hounds have been sent over 
from time to time whenever English 
Masters have hounds they DON’T WANT. 
It is only a pity that a like courteous and 
gentlemanly export business cannot be 
built up by the U. S. A. with some other 
country. It would be a great boon to 
American M.F.H.'s if a similar outlet 
could be established with, say the Phili- 
pines, in foxhounds. The only objections 
would probably be from the cartridge

manufacturers and the shovel makers of 
the United States, 

The English foxhound is supposed to 
have originated from the beagle and the 
Southern hound. The mythology of the 
latter is profuse but indefinite. It is, 
however, clear that it must have had a 
strong infusion of a Guernsey bull to 
account for the conformation of the 
English foxhound. This noble animal looks 
as though it had been designed to pull a 
Belgian milk cart or carry the children 
to school on its back. It has marvelous 
stamina, It has to in order to carry its 
tremendous weight around, In the shows 
the ribbons are awarded almost entirely 
by weight on the principle of beef cattle 
competitions. 

The English hound has a ‘*heavy voice”’ 

- that is, in kennel. In the field it has 
none. (Some hunting people have claimed 
that with the wind right and your ear a 
few feet from the passing pack a few 
squeaks can be detected oncertain hunting 
days.) 

The American foxhound is never near 
anybody or anything (including the fox). 
The English foxhound is always there - 
“‘THERE” being within a few feet of the 
huntsman’s horse. The reason for this is 
probably the English huntsman’s voice 
and “‘hound language’’ which consist of 
soft falsetto mouthings that are only 
audible a few feet off. 

The half-bred hound is not a half- 
bred hound. He is either sixty-three 
sixty-fourths English, or else he is some- 
thing halfway between a DEFORMED CALF 
AND A WHIPPET. 

This breeding conducted by the 
American Masters (or rather by their 
huntsmen, because the usual M. F, H.’s 
interest in breeding is only when a hound 
from the Hunt wins some champion cup) 
has produced consistently remarkable 
results in half-breds or cross-breds, in 
that for the first time in the annals of 
breeding has it been possible to combine 
and accentuate the BAD POINTS of both 
SIRE AND DAM, 

The Welsh hound is a wondrous looking 
animal - having the appearance and general 
color of a large dirty kitchen mop on 
four legs. It has a ‘‘tender*’ nose, by 
which is meant that unless there is a 
brest - high scent it will take from two 
to three hours to cross a field on a line. 

A draghound is a very intelligent 
animal and with a few seasons’ experience 
will run the regular “‘lines” of the drag 
without being influenced by where the 
day’s drag was actually laid. Also, on 
account of the strong aroma, the drag- 
hounds will at other times often run 
pleasantly a half mile or soonthe leeward 
side of the course through anew “‘trappy”’ 
country consisting of a series of barbed 
wire fences and clothes lines interspersed

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HORSE PSYCHOLOGY BY MOYRA WIL- 
LIAMS, WITH NUMEROUS TEXT ILLUS 
TRATIONS IN BLACK AND WHITE BY 
SYLVIA TREADGOLD, PRINTED AND 
BOUND IN GREAT BRITAIN, PUBLISHED

Miss Williams defines ‘‘psychology” 
as being the study of the mind. Her book, 
**Horse Psychology”’, is just that, a study 
of the mind of the horse - an interesting 
narrative of her very practical study 
through the years of the minds of many 
horses that passed through her hands. 

The author grew up with ponies and 
horses. ‘‘Almost my earliest memories 
are of horses. They were the passion of 
my life, the centre of my childhood’’. 
All this she gave up to pursue her chosen 
studies in psychology at the University 
of London. However, she soon found out 
that ‘‘it was quite possible to attend all 
the necessary University lectures on three 
days of the week’ and get to the country 
and hunt three days a week. This same 
happy balance of her chief interests was 
continued through further studies at Ox- 
ford, a later period as a research assis- 
tant in psychology there, and work at a 
hospital ‘‘at the foot of Goodwood Downs”. 

Later she decided to settle down inthe 
country somewhere and concentrate on 
**the study of the science of my weakness”. 
Thus came about a unique and interesting 
establishment. Stones Farm was, and [| 
daresay still is, a working horse farm 
where green horses were trained for sale, 
and also a working psychological clinic. 
Her book describes herself by saying: 
“It is true that a clinical psychologist 
who keeps a horse in her back garden and 
who rushes away every Saturday afternoon 
to take part in a local show comes to be 
regarded as something of an eccentric; 
but as most people are convinced that 
psychologists are mad anyway, and as 
horse- keeping is a fairly harmless foible, 
my habits were tolerated good-humour- 
edly.”’ 

Her research and conclusions cover a 
large area, from Urges and Instincts such 
as The Need for Food and Water, Self- 
Protection and Curiosity; How Horses 
Feel; The Sense of Hearing and the Sense 
of Touch; to Problem-Solving, Learning, 
Memory Temperament and Character, and 
Complexes and Vices. 

Perhaps the part of the book most 
generally useful to the ordinary horseman 


are her observations on ‘‘Learning’’. Here 
she discusses how the horse’s mind works 
when learning, and why. In these passages 
the trained psychologist goes carefully 
into the mind of the horse as it works dur- 
ing training. Her observations are borne 
out by my own experience in training hun- 
ters and polo ponies. The reader will find 
them practical and useful. 

The thoughtful, experienced horseman 
will find ‘‘Horse Psychology”’ interesting 
and enlightening. The novice can get 
practical insight into the mind of the horse 
that will prove invaluable, written in a 
light, most readable manner. E. & C.

There are also 
25 excellent photographic reproductions 
in black and white and an illuminating 
essay on the life and artistic career of 
Stubbs by Basil Taylor. The c~talogue 
should be in the library of every con- 
noisseur of sporting.
